It was 
a rough, sharp decline where the body 
was found, and the clothing1 was in 
such shape that it seemed evident that 
he had been thrown from his team, 
striking on the back of his head. 


The horse was found later this morn- 


Ing a little distance beyond, where it 
had apparently stayed since the •ac- 
cident. 


Mr. Glenn was in the neighborhood 


of 70 years old, and leaves several 
children. His wife died some years 
ago.

All England's Militia, Resales and Volunteers 


Ordered Out. Queen Postpones Departure 


from Windsor Because of Serious Con- 


dition of Affairs in South Africa 


London, Dec. 18.—Lieutenant General 


Sir Charles Warren, commanding: the 
fifth division of the first army corps, has 
arrived at Cape Town. It is understood 
that he will proceed to Port Elizabeth. 


No further news has been received re- 


garding the battle at the Tugela river. 
The latest accounts regarding the battle 
at Magersfontein show that the retire- 
ment of the British troops was executed 
with the greatest coolness and order un- 
der a heavy Boer artillery fire on Tues- 
day. 


Mafeking was safe on Deo. 6, and Col- 


onel Baden-Powell, the British com- 
mander there, wera still actively push- 
ing out his defenses. At that time the 
Boers had offered to exchange Lady 
Sarah Wilson, who \vas captured while 
acting as a correspondent for the Lon- 
don Daily Mail, for General Ben Vlljoen, 
Who was captured at Elandslaagte, but 
the offer was declined. 


The other beleaguered garrisons and 


positions are still holding out. It is said 
that if the Victoria cross were to be 
granted for every act of conspicuous 
gallantry on the part of the British 
troops it would be necessary to distribute 
the decoration by hundreds. 


"Black week," as last week is now uni- 


versally called, has evidently aroused 
the government and the war office to 
a full sense of their responsibility, and 
of the magnitude of the task before them. 
The papers unanimously applaud thig 
awakening, despite the fact that they 
recognize that the heroic measures now 
decided upon savor rather of weakness 
than of strength. 


Rumor is that the question of expense 


has really been at the bottom of the 
half-hearted measures hitherto adopted, 
and it is not unlikely that Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, and other members of the cab- 
inet will resign. 


It is high time that something very 


energetic was done. 
The British losses 


In killed, wounded, prisoners and miss- 
ing, throughout the campaign, now reach 
the enormous total of 7630. 


A dispatch from Stermstroom, Caps 


Colony, says: As a result of the British 
reverses the whole country to the north- 
ward is virtually In a state of rebellion. 


The natives there, as well as those in 


Basutoland, are said to be much dis- 
turbed and to be losing heart regarding 
the strength of the British. 


Shortly before midnight the following 


notice was posted at the war office: 


"As the campaign in Natal, in tha 


opinion of her majesty's government, is 
likely to require the presence and undi- 
vided attention of General Sir Redvers 
Buller, it has been decided to send Baron 
Roberts of Kandahar and Waterford 
as commandei -in-chief in South Africa, 
with Lord Kitchener as chief of staff." 


"Acting upon the advice of the mili- 


tary authorities, her majesty's govern- 
ment has approved the following meas- 
ure: 


"All the remaining portions of the 


army reserve, including section D, are 
called out. The seventh division, which 
is being mobilized, will proceed to South 
Africa. 
The commander-in-chlef in 


South Africa has been authorized to 
continue to raise at his discretion local 
troops, mounted. 


"Nine battalions of militia, in addition 


to two battalions which have already 
volunteered for service at Malta, and 
one for Service in the channel islands, 
will be allowed to volunteer for service 
outside of the United Kingdom, and an 
equivalent number of militia battalions 
will be embodied for service at home. 


"A strong force of volunteers, selected 


from the yeomanry regiments, will be 
formed for service in South Africa. 


''Arrangements are being made, and 


will shortly be announced, for the em- 
ployment in South Africa of a strong 
contingent of carefully selected volun- 
teers. 
The patriotic offers which are 


being received from the colonies will, so 
far as possible, be accepted, preference 
being given to offers of mounted contin- 
gents." 


The war office has received the follow- 


ing dispatch, dated Dec. 17, from General 
Forestier-Walker at Cape Town: 


"Methuen reports that Lieutenant 


Chandos Pole-Gell was taken prisoner 
last Thursday when going! to meet a flag 
of truce. He was waving his handker- 
chief in response and was unarmed. 


"Gatacre has removed his troops and 


Stores to Sterkstroom from Putter's 
Kraal. French has established head- 
quarters at Arundel. 


"Vandermerw, -with a commando, is 


reported moving south from Jacobsdal." 


The court newsmen have issued the 


following announcement: 


"The arrangements made for tha 


queen's departure from Windsor have 
been postponed until after Christmas, as, 
owing to the present state of affairs in 
South Africa, the queen is unwilling 
to be at a great distance from London."

decided to spend Christmas away from 
Osborne.

Windsor, in touch with the cabinet, is 
i measure of the gravity of the crisis, and 
of the anxiety her majesty feels for the 
welfare of the country.

Dublin, Dec. 18.—The announcement 


that a pro-Boer meeting would be con- 
vened yesterday against the proposal 
of Trinity college to confer a degree upon 
Joseph Chamberlain, led to exciting 
scenes. 
A large force ot police was 


called out, and the troops were held in 
readiness. 
Maud Gonne, the so-callad 


Irish Joan of Arc, and James Connolly, 
the Irish Republican, d~ove In a wagon- 
ette to the place appointed for the meat- 
Ing, 
which was attended by a large 


erowd. Connolly tried to speak, but was 
prevented by the police. The wagonettf 
then made a tour of tha streets, the 
crowd rapidly increasing, cheering for 
the Boers, singing "God Save Ireland" 
and "We'll Hang Joe Chamberlain On 
a Sour Apple Tree," and using disgusting 
expressions against the queen, the em- 
gire and the army. 


"While passing Dublin castle the oc- 


cupants of the wagonette waved tha 
Transvaal flag defiantly, whereupon the 
police stopped the vehicle and seized tha 
flag. 


The wagonette, attendee! by a large 


body of police, who often cleared the 
streets, then drove to the rooms of the 
Irish-Transvaal committee, where Mi- 
chael Davltt, William Redmond and J. 
O'Brien were waiting. 
A meeting of 


about 60 persons was held, Davitt, Red- 
mond and O'Brien speaking In violent 
condemnation of the war anot of Cham- 
berlain, and declaring that the latter's 
visit to Ireland at such a moment was 
proof of his callous nature. The speak- 
ers urged that, should an opportunity 
occur, Dubllnites ought to show their 
detestation of tha colonial Secretary In 
unmistakable fashion." 


Mr. Davitt said; 
"All Irishmen re- 


joioe In the triumphs of the Boers. No 
power In Europe would now tear Great 
Britain, except, perhaps, the Prince of 
Monaco." 


Mr. Redmond said: 
"Mr. Chamber- 


lain deserves not doctors, but execu- 
tloneers." • 


Ultimately a resolution, proposed by 


Mr. Davitt, was carried, denouncing the 
•war, and calling upon the powers, par- 
ticularly the United States, to take steps 
to Insure the independence of the Boer 
republic. 


While Maud Gonn» was speaking 


somebody shouted a reference to the 
Phoenix park murders. Tha chairman 
and Mr. Davitt warmly protested, how- 
ever, that no violence should be shown. 


The meeting closed amid tremendous 


cheers, evoked by a rumor that Lady- 
imtth had fallen.

Strong men, who 
have legitimate argument, never re- 
sort to such stuff. 


The municipal campaign in North 


Adams will close today and tomorrow 
the voters will register their choice. 
From this distanc* it looks, as if Mr. 
Wilkinson would be elected by a hand- 
some majority. 
He is well-qualified, 


both by ability and experience to give 
the city a first-class administration. 
Much has been said by Mr. Dobson, the 
opposing candidate, concerning1 "ring 
rule," but it does not appear that North 
Adams has suffered from any such af- 
fliction. On the contrary the manage- 
ment of the city has been clean, pro- 
gressive and economical. It is very 
easy for a candidate to talk glibly 
about "the bosses" and to hint at cor- 
ruption, but In such a well-regulated 
community as North Adams such 
vague charges are too ridiculous to 
merit attention. They serve simplyasa 
pyrotechnic setting to an illogical bid 
for votes. It is gratifying to note that 
throughout the campaign, which has 
been a warm one neither candidate 
has indulged in personalitiees. The 
battle has been fought out on real and 
fancied Issues and Mr. Wilkinson has 
had so much the better of the argu- 
ment that we confidently predict his 
election.— Springfield Union.

City ot North Adam*. . , 


DANIELS NOT GUILTY 


Arthur Miller Alone Held Responsible 


for Cheshire Assault 


Fred Daniels of Cheshire was in 


court at Adams Saturday, charged with 
assault with intent to murder Casslus 
Amadon of Cheshire. The assault was 
reported in the Transcript shortly after 
it happened, October 28. 


Arthur Miller of Cheshire was arrest- 


ed in this city charged with the same 
offense as Mr. Daniels. Mr. Miller was 
the first to be arrested and he waived 
a hearing to the superior court and 
was sent to Pittsfleld jail in default of 
$1000 bonds for bail. 


It was after this that Mr. Daniels 


was arrested and although he demand- 
ed a hearing it oould not be'given at 
that time, as Mr. Amadou was in a1 
precarious condition, and it waa not 
known whether he would recover or 
not. His skull had been fractured and 
he was unconscious for several days. 


Saturday morning Mr. Amadou was 


in court and his appearance attracted 
considerable attention. The marks of 
the assault were very noticeable and 
bear evidence of his having1 a merveloua 
escape1. 


Mr. Daniels pleaded not guilty and 


was represented by Lawyer T. F. Cas- 
sidy. Lawyer Shaw of Adams repre- 
sented the Commonwealth. There were 
a number of witnesses present to tes- 
tify for the commonwealth. The de- 
fense had no witnesses, only Mr. Dan- 
iels. 


The case lasted all forenoon* and 


much of the aftemwon. The common- 
wealth, tried to prove that several days 
before Mr. Amadoni was assaulted he 
and Daniels had had words and Dan- 
iels said he would get somebody to 
whip Amadon, This was on October 24 
and the assau.lt was committed on the 
28th. The testimlony went to show 
that the row occurred in a barn owned 
Try James Brown. Amadou was struck 
en the head with a. spreader off a mow- 
ing' machine. The prosecution tried to 
show that Daniels struck the blow, 
while Miller held Amadon down, 


Mr. Amadion told of what he knew up 


to the time he was struck and then, he 
said he remembered nothing. He-could 
not say who struck him. 


Judge Bixby found Daniels not guilty 


and ordered that he be discharged.

DEATH OF JASPER H, ADAMS 


End of • Long Life of Influence, in 


the City 
j 


Jasper H. Adam*, one of the ol4 and 


well known.residents 0* this city died 
Sunday night at 7 o'clock, in the 72d 
year of his age. His health had been 
fallnig for a number of year* 
*• 


Two years ago hla condition neces- 


sitated an. operation, which, was per- 
formed at his home by Dr. Meyer of 
New York. Later he suffered an attack 
of pneumonia, but a strong conatitu- 
tution enabled him to rally, and when 
it seemed that he might be restored to 
a comfortable degree of health a stom- 
ach trouble developed, which it was 
found impossible to overcome. 
Prom 


that time he had gradually been fail- 
ing, and about five weeks ago he took 
to hia bed. It-was realized that he 
could not recover, and for some days 
before his death it was plain that the 
end was only 'a question of a shtort 
time. 
Jasper Hyde Adams was born at 


Marlboro, Vt, January 12, 1828, being 
one of the 10 sons and daughters of 
Zebina and Clarissa (Wheeler) Ad- 
ams, and was descended from revolu- 
tionary ancestry. Mr. Adams grew to 
manhood and received hig education In 
his native town, from which place he 
came to North Adams In 1848 with hia 
brother, David S. Adams. They en- 
gaged in the furniture business in com- 
pany with, Ezra Ingrahaim and Mr. 
Adams learned the cabinet maker's 
trade in their factory. Later he bought 
Mr. Ingraham's interest, and he and 
his brother continued the furntture 
business and engaged in undertaking 
under the firm name of D. S. and J. H. 
Adams. In those days coffins were 
made to order and it w?-s often neces- 
sary to work nights and Sundays. Af- 
ter the death of D. S. Adams, J. H. 
Adams became sole proprietor and con- 
tinued the business till 1890, when he 
sold the undertaking department. He 
disposed of the furniture business three 
years later and retired. 


Mr. Adams was twice married. His 


first wife was Miss Harriet Sheldon of 
this city, '.Thorn he married in 1849. She 
died 10 years later, leaving one daugh- 
'ter, who is now Mrs. George F. Mil- 
ler of this city. In 1862 Mr. Adams 
married Mrs. Maria C. Hubbell, whose 
son by her first husband, Charles Hub- 
bell, is now superintendent of a large 
railroad terminal in Chicago. 
Two 


children were born of the second mar- 
riage, Mrs. EdwarJ M. Meekins of this 
city and "William O. Adams, who died 
in 1893. Mrs. Adams survives her hus- 
band. 


Mr. Adams was a lifelong republi- 


can. He served a number of years as 
selectman of the town, and was in the 
•old days a member of the volunteer fire 
department. At a memorable fire in 
1865, when the Harmony, Arcade and 
Armory, standing on the present site of 
the Wilson, were burned, he suEtir-.ecI 
injuries which resulted in the loss cf 
a leg. Mr. Adams was an advanced 
Mason, being past master of Greyloek 
lodge, past high priest of Composite 
chapter, R. A. M., and a member of 
St. Paul commandery, K. T. He had 
been district deputy grand master and 
delegate to the grand lodge and chap- 
ter.

He had been a trustee 
of the Methodist church for 40 years 
and served as chairman of the board 
for 20 years, and had also served as 
steward! of the church and superin- 
tendent of the Sunday school. 


By the death of Mr, Adams this city 


loses one of its most prominent and es- 
teemed residents. He was a. type of 
the beff eld new England stock, and 
a man whom to know was to honor, 
respect and esteem. His long life was 
one of industry and strict integrity, 
and his business success was achieved 
by methods which gained the confi- 
dence and friendship of all with whom 
he had dealings. 
He was a genial, 


obliging and generous man, free from 
the grasping spirit that is too often 
manifested under the business pressure 
of these later days. He was willing 
to live and let live, and rejoiced in the 
prosperity of others almost as much 
as -in his own. He took pride in the 
growth and advancement of the city, 
which had so long been his home, and 
never by word or deed did aught to. 
check the growth or interfere in the 
remotest degree with that which tend- 
ed to the public good. When in public 
office his acts were governed, by the 
same conscientiousness1 that character- 
ized him in personal affairs, and no man 
will say that J. H. Adams ever know- 
ingly performed a wrong or dishonor- 
able act. He was a- plain and unas- 
•suming man, whose bearing toward 
others was not affected by his business 
success and reputation, and those who 
knew him in his last days knew him 
in the samei sociable and congenial 
spirit that won its way into thle good 
will of the community when his busi- 
ness capital consisted of. a pair of wil- 
ling ha.iuclg and a, stiout and 
honlest 


heart. The life of such a man is of 
great value to any community, and its 
end the cause of general regret. Mr. 
Adams will be remembered as one who 
quietly and unpretentiously acted his 
part faithfully and well, and of whr-n 
it may truthfully be said the world 
is better for his having lived.

The report recommends the doing of 
this work by the day. 


The scarcity of water during the un- 


usual dry spell last summer is spoken 
of, with its careless use in many places. 
A recommendation is made that for the 
preservation of the streets after they 
are put in giood shape the street sprink- 
ling1 be done by the city.
